'J'lii! art id reading for miusti rv of 
what one reads lies In ooncentnuiun iif 
attention. Tha trained reader tinds no 
dilHculty in abstracting bimseU from 
tho noise and crowd of the horse ear 
and putting all his mind on the jiiinted 
paf^u before him. i'lir tho inuiiieiit 
More's "Utopia" or tho mnrvulous 
island wber* rroi^wo work* hi* loeil* 
Is more real to lilm than tlie people or 
the scene nelimlly nbout hliu. hvery- 
body who fri'i|i!<-nl.s iKiok-.slnrf.s m>- 
tientl iiieti who have (alien on sonio 
curious or unfamUiar book, and aro 
ntralghtway obvious of every thlAgelse. 
Tboy have for tho moment esca|>od 
from Uiu rush of the tides of life nroiind 
them, and found a iiuiet of tli(iu;;ht, :it 
oiico roatful and Insiiirm};. All the 
);reat scholars have muntored IIiIk urt of 
concentration; it is the Bocrot of thulr 
neliieveinents.

Uc never walked, 
through (oar of making tlwmdos^ 
and 11 largo part of his villiSt'a uUA W» 
tako:; 3? oy the labor of rubbing 'aadf ' 
pollshiDg his master's copper neela. 
The boots tbomsolves woro olaanod 
with very expensive blacking, madn 
after the recipe concoi^ted hy a famous 
hcau, with maraschino in it, and oil 
ot lavi nder. and twenty other things. 

TIhi Creeks and Normans, when at 
the height of their pronperlty, woie 
rich sandals of ciolh of gold, silk or 
other precious stulTs; tho soles were Of 
cork, which, (or that reason, wajoalled 
sandal-wiKKl, and they were, usually, 
at least ono Rnger thick. Sometimes 
tlioy sawed five soles one over another. 
'They were covered within and without 
with leather ' broader than the cork. 
Tho early Anglo-Saxons also wore sait 
dais. The Kgyptian* made their ahoe* 
of papyrus or palm leMfa. Stnbbs, 
the aatfrlst of Sbakoapearsi'a time, d«- 
serlbca cork shoes' or uaUtoSar (^!p 
pers) aa bearing up their wearers two 
inehon or more from tho ground; as of 
various colors, and raised, earxed, cut 
or stitehod; as (renuenlly made ol vel- 
vet, embroidered with Iho proeioua 
metals, and covered with enormous 
and valuable roses of ribbon, ouricusly 
omamentod.— CiUeiwe Bhotjmd ^a(A:
